Scuba Not New 
Pool Manager 
Tells Rotary 


Harry McDonald, Supervisor 
of Pi and Manager of the 
Municipal Pool, spoke at the 
weekly Rotary Luncheon at the 
Country Club on "Scuba." (a 
self contained underwater 
breathing appartus). 

The commonly believed error 
that Skin Diving and Scuba 
Diving are one in the same was 
explained by a brief history of 
each sport. It was pointed out 
that a skin diver just holds his 
breath, while a Scuba Diver, 
wearing air tanks can stay un- 
der water an hour or more de- 
Pending on the size and num- 
ber of tanks used. 

During the course of the talk, 
some modern Scuba equipment 
was shown. It was also pointed 
out that a Frenchman from 
Paris, in 1866 had a patent on 
a device which he called diving 
armor. This was much the same 
as the Modern Scuba equipment 
used today. 

Uses outlined for Scuba were 
spear fishing, underwater ex- 


| 


plorations, military uses, and 
salvage work plus others. 
In the Glades, the speaker 


said, Scuba is used for diving in
